caution persons

m ail boxes 
along th eir routes against the practice 
of depositing money in -itch luxe* for

Houston, Tex., Fob 22.—Impelled by 
a gale that swept in with one of th** 
coldest ‘northers" of the winter, tire 
swept through the ea.steiu section of 
Houston. 
Af least twenty-flve blocks of the 
city have been destroyed. More than 
250 residences and stores are in ruins. 
Several big manufacturing plants were 
burned Thousands of persons are now 
homolese. 
The losses are conservatively esti­ 
mated st from $6,000,000 to $10,0o0,- 
OOO. The g reater part of this is con­ 
fined to the lum ber and cotton in Jus 
tries 
Fifty thousand baiee of cotton 
stored in warehouses and compresses 
were burned. This item alone means a 
loss of $2,000,000. 
The fire st a rte*! in a cottage neat 
the Southern Pacific railroad tracks 
Its origin has not been definitely *s 
'ablishod. A roaring wind picked up 
the flames and hurled them to neigh­ 
boring cottage.- and boar #.ig house*. 
in a flash 
these 
ignited, spouting 
great columns of spaiks Seizing these 
the forty-mile gale carried ti em ‘wo 
and three blocks Within half an hour 
after the fire started a great area of 
small residences na* in flames 
The fire spread rapidly to manufac 
Hiring plants that bordered on col 
tages and boarding houses where hun­ 
dred^ of workingmen lived it spread 
so rapidly that firemen for the time 
abandoned 
attem pts 
to 
check 
the 
flames, devoting 
their 
energies to 
warning householders. Possible loss of 
life was thus averted. 
At the big manufacturing plants and 
cotton com presses city firemen and 
volunteers had organized to fight the 
onrushing flames Walls and roofs of 
the plants were water-soaked 
This 
wafer was licked up in the flash of 
sn eve by the advance guard of sparks, 
however, and when the great columns 
of flames reached the fa* tories they 
suerumlxsj as easily and with less re 
slstance than row s of the cot tag* s 
An hour after the flames began their 
advance the firemen organized for a 
final staud at Buffalo Bayou, a small 
stream that divides the eastern part 
of the city from the main section 
Every piece of fire fighting apparatu 
was stationed along Hie banks of this 
stream, which, if passed by the fire 
meant the d estrm tion of the entire 
city As the advancing columns of Arc 
began to hl«s toward the bayou hanks 
hundreds of stream s of water were 
hurled into them, checking little by 
little their progress 
At some of the narrower portion* 
of the stream the flames leai**d across 
but the more 
substantial 
building* 
they reached dbl not afford the tin ie r 
like fuel heretofore encountered, T .e 
Are was checke*! after seven hours 
The thousands of persons who were 
driven from their homes in the cold 
of the norther suffered slightly from 
exposure Relief work was Immediate
